Siiiee  that  date,  that  is  sinee  the  1st 
May,  l'.M)t,  until  the  iJOth  .hine,  tliei  •  have  Ihm-ii  >even  liodieH 
cremated,  indieatinji  a  very  sul  f:intial  yrowlh  of  pul)lie 
opinion  in  favor  of  this  mode  of  dispo-inn  of  the  Ixulies  of  the 
dead. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  eompany  to  provide  for  the  more  jjeneral 
use  of  crenmtion.  There  are  certain  reasons  which  stand  in  the 
way  of  the  accomplishment  of  this  desire,  reasons  not  to  l)e 
lightly  cast  aside  and  which  must  be  respected  if  real  progress 
is  to  be  made.  It  is  with  this  end  in  view  that  it  has  prepared 
the  by-laws  and  rej^ulations  which  govern  the  acceptance  and 
disposal  of  bodies  offered  for  cremation.  The  ilesire  is  to 
respect  the  wishes  of  those  nearest  and  dearest  to  the  deceased, 
and  in  onler  to  meet  what  is  undoubtedly  the  gravest  objection  to 
the  practice  of  cremation,  the  opportunity  its  use  offers  for  the 
concealment  of  crime,  the  company  has  adopted  the  provisions 
of  the  Knglish  law  which  have,  in  actual  practice,  been  found 
to  meet  all  recjuirements  of  the  situation.  Kxtracts  from  the.se 
by-laws  and  regulations  are  p'intetl  herewith,  and  perusal  will 
show  their  adecpiacy  to  meet    the  condition  above  referred  to. 

While  the  practice  of  cremation  is  making  ra!)iil  striiles  in 
the  public  estimation,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  advantages  it  possesses  over  tlie  even  less  ancient 
but  more  generally  accepted  means  of  disposal  of  the  b(jdies 
of  the  dead,  by  burial.

()iir  la\\s  eatefiiljy  prescribe  the  location  of  cemeteries. 
.Nevertheless,  once  estahlishe.l.  cemeteri<-s  fre.pientiv,  throimh 
the  growth  .f  p<.piilation.  I.ecome  as  .lai.ueroiis  as  if  their 
location  ha<l  heen  left  unrest ricteij. 

These  facts  are  not  denied  hy  the  thinking  ptihlic.  hut  they 
are  listened  to  with  unconcern  and  apathy  and  dismissed  with 
tt  carelessness  that  am..unts  t(.  criminal  iienliKence  hy  very 
maiiy  who  overlook  the  comliiions  of  health  here. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that  the  cemetery  is  un  ever  pre.sent 
menace  to  the  health  of  the  living.  On  the  "other  hand  crema- 
tion offers  a  .solution  to  the  problem  of  disposing  of  the  bodies 
of  the  dead  without  endangering  the  health  of  the  living 
inasmuch  as  it  substitutes  for  the  decay  an.l  d.'c.mposition 
which  may  extend  over  a  peri  d  of  from  fifteen  to  sixty  years 
a  torm  of  disposal  from  which  the  bodies  of  the  dead  emerge 
purified  beyond  any  p(..ssil)ility  of  harm  doing.  Kven  those 
who  are  tminacled  by  afTectioii  to  the  customs  of  the  past  must 
readily  admit  the  wisdom  of  cremation  in  the  cases  of  those 
where  death  resulted  from  infecti(»us  disease.  There  are  even 
tho.se  who  do  not  favor  cremation  as  the  ordi  larv  means  of 
disposing  of  the  Ix.dies  of  tli."  dead  who  are  of  (.pinicm  that  it
